In a town of 10,000 popula- 
tion or more must have an ex- 
emption certificate in order to 
vote without a P°H tax. The cer- 
tificate is Issued by the county 
lax collector, and the city tax 
office does no issue an identical 
ime, using the county certificate 
eg proof aplenty. 


Exemption Questioned. 


"This matter came to my atten- 


tion when a resident of Zlons' 
Kest called to determine whether 
or not he will require an exempt- 
Ion, since he is 61 years of age. 
to vote in elections during the 
coming year," Jacobs wrote. 
H. S. Daniel, In charge of the 


county tax office during the ill- 
ness of Arnold A. Armstrong, the 
collector, 
informed 
Jacobs that 


he Is of the opinion that with law- 
suits pending, and with the valid- 
ity of annexations in doubt, It 
should not Issue exemption certi- 
ficates to persons in the area.

The rats of Navarro county ar« 
eating In the higher brackets— 
meat and pecans, no less. 
There's a ca'ch In It. That is, 


the U. S. Wildlife Service hopes 
there Is a -catch In It. 
R. E. Aday, a representative of 


the service, selected Corsicana and 
Navarro county as one of 10 points 
to test out a new rat poison with 
various formulas. 


The formula selected , for this 
area consisted of meat and pe- 
cans and the poison. 
The one 


pound allocated this area was In- 
creased to eight pounds of 
halt 


folowing the mixture. 


Aday has reported no visible 
results of potency of the poison, 
but has noted that It Is disap- 
pearing rapidly. _
